“Let us now praise famous 
men, and our fathers that begat 
us.” No nation becomes great 
without great leaders, and it is 
said also of institutions that they 
are "the lengthened shadow of a 
man.” 
W ashington,

Chronicles show that these men 
and others were far from per­ 
fect, and were often rejected by 
their contemporaries. In con­ 
sequence their stature increases 
rather than diminishes, proving 
them to be masters of per­ 
sonality and domestic problems, 
as well as men of iron will in 
administrative 
affairs. 
They 
come close to us in deficiencies 
and vulnerability, but point the 
way for us lesser mortals to be 
better than we are. 
No! It does not enhance a 
man’s moral stature to picture 
him as above reproach; 
it 
enhances his image when we see 
him hard beset, repentant at 
times and still persistent in the 
pursuit of aims he sees to be 
right. Not that he always sees 
his position as unassailably 
right, but “so far as he can see” 
he does the right thing to do in 
the circumstances. Such are the 
burdens of leadership, and if our

creates

us 
gratitude for the integrity of 
past statesmanship, it it makes 
us aware of the nature of that 
statesmanship, and if it helps us 
to see that in our situation also, 
indomitable 
integrity 
will 
triumph in an age of moral 
turpitude, economic crisis, and 
physical violence on a scale both 
large and small; if, in short, it 
girds us with truth as a people 
ready for sacrifice in upholding 
it, then the celebrations will not 
be in vain.

The traffic in human bodies 
which he fought and defeated by 
a statutory raising of the age of 
consent to sixteen, is now being 
challenged in an attempt to 
lower that age of consent once 
more. 
His arms, which he 
wished could embrace the whole 
world,

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Courts Grease Oilmen's Path

WASHINGTON - A federal 
appellate court has been caught 
conniving with the oil ant^ gas 
interests. The oilmen slipped 
through the back door of the 
Fifth Circuit Court in New 
Orleans last month to gain art 
advantage over their customers. 
This could wind up casting the 
consumers billions of dollars ire 
higher gas prices. 
An outraged Sen. John Durkin 
(D.-N.H.) learned about the 
multi-billion-dollar caper and 
called upon Chief Justice War­ 
ren Burger to investigate. 
The chief judge of the accused 
court. Judge John Brown, has 
taken himself off the case and 
out of the controversy because 
he owns some $30,000 worth of oil 
and gas stocks. But he told us he 
has laid the scandal before a 
three-judge panel, headed by 
Judge Charles Clark, who 
refused to talk to us. 
We have been able to piece the 
story together, nevertheless, 
from affidavits and interviews. 
During the first week in 
November, the Federal Power 
Commission prepared an order 
granting billions in rate in­ 
creases to the natural gas cSom- 
panies. which are controlled 
largely by the oil giants. Both the 
oil companies and the consumer 
groups awaited the order anx­ 


iously, with notices of appeal -- 
the consumers to block the in­ 
crease, the oilmen to boost the 
rates even higher. 
% 
The moment the order was 
issued, the consumer lawyers 
were ready to rush into Wash­ 
ington’s appellate court to file 
their appeal. This court has 
usually given the consumers a 
fair shake. The oil representa­ 
tives, on the other hand, pre­ 
pared to file their papers in the 
New Orleans court, which has 
been friendly to the oil and gas 
industry. 
Both sides knew it would be a 
race. For the court where the 
papers were first filed would 
hear the case. A secret observer 
turned up in New * Orleans, 
meanwhile, to keep an eye on 
th e oil in d u stry 's legal 
marfeuvers. He was William 
Braun, a counsel for the House 
Commerce Committee, who 
suspected there might be some 
hanky-panky. 
The FPC was expected to 
hand down its multi-billion-dol­ 
lar ruling at noon on November 
5. Braun was waiting in New 
Orleans' big federal courthouse. 
"At twelve noon,” he swore in an 
affidavit, “I kept a careful watch 
on the activity of the clerk’s of­ 
fice personnel... and did not ob­ 
serve any person filing any 


documents." 
There was no sign of the oil 
representatives at the court 
counter where all the filings are 
supposed to be submitted in 
public cases. The astonished 
Braun could hardly believe the 
oil barons had slipped up, with 
billions at stake. He checked 
with deputy operations clerk Ba­ 
rry Stiebing. 
Stiebing “informed me," re­ 
ported Braun, “that 16 petitions 
for review ... had been filed by 
Conoco, Tenneco, and Superior.” 
Braun stared at Stiebing in dis­ 
belief. “I asked when the filings 
had been made," continued the 
House attorney. “And Mr. Stieb­ 
ing informed me ... at or about 
twelve noon.” 
Unless the papers had been 
filed by invisible men, the oilmen 
had to be dealing in the back­ 
rooms of the federal court. 
Braun investigated, ?,nd we con­ 
firmed what happened. 
Actually, the oil representa­ 
tives had shown up a day xxrlier 
on the possibility that the 
might have issued its ruling on 
November 4. They slipped into 
Stiebing’s office and used his 
telephone to find out whether the 
ruling was ready. The obliging 
clerk had “stood by,” according 
to Braun’s affidavit, in case the 
oilmen needed him. 
The following.day, the faithful 
Stiebing again closeted himself 
with the oilmen in his private of­ 
fice. He “commenced standing 
by,” at 11:40 a.m. He even kept 
his telephone line open to the oil 
lawyers in Washington as noon 
approached. 
“At twelve noon,” declared 
Braun, “Mr. Stiebing was told to 
file the first petition.” This.was 
followed by another at one sec­ 
ond after twelve, another at 20 
seconds after twelve, still 
another at 45 seconds after 


twelve, right on until 12:04. 
It turned out that 15 of the 16 
oil petitions were incomplete. 
But Stiebing magnanimously 
offered to allow them “to be 
completed this afternoon.” 
Meanwhile, a second House 
law y er, P a tric k M cLain, 
watched the “race to the 
courthouse,” at the Washington 
end. The consumer lawyers 
received no special treatment. 
They were obliged to use a 
public telephone and to file at 
the public counter. They got one 
break which almost gave them a 
tie with the oil lawyers. The 
Washington court clock was 
calibrated by minutes, not sec­ 
onds, so the consumer men were 
given the benefit of the doubt on 
filings up to 30 seconds past each 
minute. 
Sen. Durkin’s private letter to 
the chief justice spelled out the 
charges against the Fifth Circuit 
Court. “It is clear,” wrote the 
senator, “the natural gas pro­ 
ducers were permitted extended 
use of non-public facilities in the 
Fifth Circuit derk’s office. They 
were provided the undivided at­ 
tentions and services" of the 
clerk’s office. “I am sure you 
agree that such backroom filings 
are, at best, inappropriate and, 
at worst, give the appearance of 
im propriety ... I urge the 
Supreme Court to conduct a full 
investigation.” 


Footnote: Stiebing told us he 
would “welcome an investiga­ 
tion into my personal integrity in 
this m atter.’’ U.S. Attorney 
Gerald Gallinghouse in New 
Orleans said he had found no 
wrongdoing. He praised the fair­ 
ness of the court which, he said, 
was traditionally accommodat­ 
ing to lawyers from both sides. 
Burger’s office had no comment.

Seantor, will be one of four 
Danforth offices state-wide. The 
others will be in St. Louis, 
Jefferson City and Kansas City. 
Netchvolodoff said he hopes to 
open another Danforth office in 
Cape Girardeau next year. 
Curl, who holds a masters 
degree in government from the 
University of Virginia, will 
receive a $24,000 annual salary 
and will be allowed to hire an 
administrative secretary to help 
him in the office. 
He is married to the former 
Nancy Howe, a graduate of the 
School of the Ozarks. 
Netchvolodoff 
said 
the 
primary function of the Missouri 
offices will be to serve con­ 
stituents through handling case 
work and grant requests in the 
state. 
Besides 
the state offices, 
Netchvolodoff said Danforth will 
have about 35 employes in his 
Washington, D.C., office. He 
said about 3500 persons mostly 
Washingtonians—had 
applied 
for those jobs. 
The biggest portion of the 
applicants for the jobs on 
Danforth’s Washington staff are 
persons losing their jobs in the 
change 
of 
presidential

ministrations, he said. Another 
large group of applicants have 
come from staff members of 
congressmen who lost their 
seats in the last election, he said. 


He noted that the smallest groin 
of applications have come fron 
Missourians, but that several 
Missourians will serve on the 
Washington staff. 
Netchvolodoff will be the 
highest paid Danforth staffer 
receiving $41,750 annually.

United 
Steel 
Workers 
of 
America (AFL-CIO) by electing 
Sadlowski as president to 
replace the outgoing Abe Abel. 
There’s more here than Big 
Ed’s gala swinging in the Big 
Apple, more than the sudden 
meteoring of cinema and 
scholastic glamor into an intr «- 
union fight for a $75,000-a-year 
presidency. 
More even than the fact that 
union elections now are costly. 
Incumbent president Abel, who 
backs the (Lloyd) McBride 
team which is running on a “For 
the Union - From the Union” 
slogan, says that it would cost 
some $20 million to place full 
complements of watchers at 
some 7,000 polling places next 
Feb. 8. 
The significance is in the 
intellectual socialist coalition 
which has injected itself into the 
labor movement to turn it 
“around” according to Prof.

economic, domestic and foreign 
policies. (And before that he was

speechwriters.) He was Jack 
Kennedy’s 
1980 
Democratic 
convention floor manager. His 
was the first draft of the Jflte * 
President’s famed inau^iral 
address. 
And working with him now for 
Big Ed Sadlowski are Jack 
Kennedy’s 
Ted Sorenson and I 
Richard Goodwin. They are but - 
a few of the old crowd. 
So, though Big Ed, leader of

function signal lights. 
But the Big Three U.S. auto 
makers disagree with the feder­ 
al assessment of their products 
during the past decade, con­ 
tending there is no predominant 
cause of defects that result in 
recalling vehicles. 
“ One time it may be an im­ 
properly stressed bolt, the next 
time it may be a bolt that isn’t 
properly tightened,” a Chrysler 
Corp. spokesman said. 
“ I don't know how you can 
simply assess whose fault it 


is," adds a GM spokesman. 
“ Obviously, we as a manufac­ 
turer have an obligation to pro­ 
vide our customers with the ab­ 
solute best products available.

A Ford spokesman counter­ 
ed: “ We think those statements 
are overly simplistic. While it’s 
true that worker error is a 
small part of it, there is no 
common denominator for de­ 
fects but human error through­ 
out all stages of building a car, 
from its design to the suppliers. 
It is almost impossible to pin

Neither the auto makers nor 
the federal officials blame high­ 
er government safety standards 
for recalls. 
“ While it’s true government 
standards are getting tougher 
to meet, they have no bearing 
on our recalls,” the Ford offi­ 
cial said.

NEW YORK (AP) - Thou­ 
sands of corporate middle man­ 
agers are becoming caught in a 
career bind that threatens to 
end their upward mobility and 
terminate their dreams of the 
comfortable, affluent life. 
Most of the victims are in the 
middle years between ages 40 
and 50. Having advanced stead­ 
ily in their jobs, they have long 
assumed that eventually a top 
management 
position, 
with 
more money and a comfortable 
retirement, was theirs. 
Those aspirations now are 
being threatened. With the 
ranks of middle management 
swollen by past hiring excesses 
and the slowdown of business 
expansion, many of them And 
they have to win their jobs over 


and over again. 
“There’s no way for them to 
relax,” said Eugene Jennings, 
professor, author, student of 
routes to executive success and 
confidential 
adviser to 
the 
heads of large corporations. 
“They’re squeezed from the top 
and the bottom.” 
The pressure from the top is 
by upper management that 
seeks to cut costs and raise 
productivity. From the bottom 
they are being pushed by 
younger managers seeking to 
pull themselves up the ladder.
